SEVERAL of our restless social reformers have sug-

Tue New York State Department of: Labor have 
just issued their quarterly bulletin, which shows that 
the state of employment in the second quarter of 1904 
has shown decided improvenient. Among the wage 
earners in the various industrits of the state, 13.7 per 
cent were reported at the end of June, 1904, as com- 
pared with 23.1 at the end of June, 1903, and 14.5 in 
June, 1902. For the close of July in 1902, 1903 and 
1904 the respective percentages were 15.6, 17.8 and 
14.8. 








THE autocratic methods of the old line insurar.ce 
companies are shown by the fact that they threaten to 
arbitrarily advance the rate 20 cents per hundred dol- 
lars on every policy issued in Edmond, Okla., unless 
a certain local ordinance which is perfectly legitimate 
but is obnoxious to the insurance people, is repealed. 
Happily, hardware men quite generally are wriggling 
loose from the thraldom of these commercial despots 
by their patronage of their own mutual insurance com- 
panies. 





WE ACKNOWLEDGE the receipt of the September 
issue of the Harness Herald of St. Louis, an attractive 
looking new venture in journalism, of which John C. F., 
Jackson, for a number of years identified with Chi- 
cago grocery trade journalism and later with harness 
journalism, is the editor. This paper not only contains 
a large volume of interesting news of the harness 
world, but also much valuable technical harness infor- 
mation, attractive half tones galore and.a number of 
well set advertisements of leading firms in the trade, 
For a 1905 infant, it is doing extremely well indeed. 











. BuSINEss associations will be pleased at the out- 
come of the suit of D. Sherwood Thorpe against the 
Bridgeport, Ct., Business Men’s Association, as de- 
cided by Judge Roraback of the Superior Court in 
that state. Thorpe’s name was put on a black list and 
he sued. the directors of the association for $5,000 dam- 
ages. The case was lost, as the point was raised by 
the defense and sustained by the-court that the delin- . 
quent lists upon which Thorpe’s name was printed 
were privileged communications, the same as the re- 
ports of mercantile agencies. 








THE increase in exports of manufactures and de- 
crease in exports of agricultural products are discussed 
at considerable length in a report of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. For the first time in the history of the 
export: trade of the United States manufactures: ex- 
ceeded $450,000,000, and agricultural products for the 
first time fell below 60 per cent of the total domestic 
exports. The total exports of domestic manufactures 
were $452,445,629, against $407,526,159 in 1903, and 
$433,851,756 in 1900, the highest record in earlier 
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years. The total value of agricultural products ex- 
ported was $853,685,367, against $873,322,882 in 1903, 
and $943,811,020 in 1901, when the highest total of 
agricultural exports was recorded. 

Comparing conditions in 1904 with those of a decade 
earlier, it may be said that the exports of agricultural 
products were $853,685,367 in 1904, compared with 
$628,363,038 in 1894, an increase of 35.86 per cent, 
and the exports of manufactures in 1904 was $452,- 
445,629, compared with $183,718,484 in 1894, an in- 
crease of 146.24 per cent. Agricultural products 
formed 59.48 per cent of the exports in 1904, 72.28 
per cent in 1894, and- 73.98 per cent in 1884, while 
manufactures formed 31.52 per cent of the total ex- 
ports in 1904, 21.14 per cent in 1894, and 18.81 per 
cent in 1884. 








THE increase in exports of manufactures from the 
United States during the past year, and especially in 
recent months, has suggested the preparation of some 
data by the Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its Bureau of Statistics regarding the exporta- 
tion of manufactures from the various countries of 
the world, and the relative growth in such exports. 
The value of manufactures exported from the United 
States in the year just ended exceeds that of any pre- 
vious year, and during the months of May, June, and 
July manufactures for the first time in the history of 
the country exceeded agricultural products in the ex- 
port trade of the country. 

This fact has led the Bureau of Statistics to this 
study of the relative growth of manufactures in the 
principal countries of the world which supply the four 
billion dollars’ worth of manufactures which enter 
into the international commerce of the world. The 
chief countries exporting manufactures at the present 
time are the United Kingdom, Germany, France, and 
the United States. These four countries supply about 
three-fourths of the manufactures entering the inter- 
national markets of the world, the total exports of 
manufactures from these countries being, in round 
terms, three billion dollars and the total value of manu- 
factures entering the world’s international markets 
being about four billion dollars. A study, however, of 
the relative growth of manufactures and of exporta- 
tion of manufactures in these four countries indicates 
that the United States is making more rapid gains 
than any other of the group. 








- According to an authentic authority, the 
net earnings of 136 railroad companies 
in the United States have fallen off, in 
the first half of the current calendar 

year, as compared with the corresponding period of 

last year, about $25,000,000. This is a decrease of 
nearly 11% per cent. 

The fact, however, is not at all surprising. From 
1894 to 1902, inclusive, the net earnings of the rail- 
roads of this country continuously increased. Al- 
though the mileage of these roads, during this period, 
increased only about 22,000 miles, or about 13 per 
cent, their net earnings increased nearly $240,000,000, 
or almost 75 per cent. There was not a year, in this 
interval, that these earnings did not show an advance

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over the earnings of the preceding year. In 1898, they 
amounted to nearly $52,000,000 more than they did in 
1897; in 1900, they amounted to $60,000,000 more 
than they did in 1899, and between 1900 and 1902 they 
rose from $483,000,000 to $560,000,000, a gain of $77,- 
000,000. These were years of exceptional prosperity, 
not only for railroads but for all sorts of business, and 
now that there is some slackening in trade and in- 
dustry, it is only natural that railroad earnings should 
fall off somewhat. 

It is to be remembered, however, that the six months 
of the current calendar year already mentioned do not 
include the cargo moving period. A big crop of cot- 
ton and of corn is already assured, and there is little 
doubt that there will be a tolerably fair crop of 
wheat; and the great bulk of these staples will be 
moved between now and the end of December. This 
can hardly fail to have its effect in increased railroad 
earnings, and, hence, the railroad earnings for the first 
half of the present year afford no safe gauge of what 
they will be for the completed year. 

Should these crops realize present expectations, 
there is every reason to believe that they will give a 
sharp fillip, not only to the transportation business, but 
to industry and trade in general, and advices from all 
parts of the country indicate that business men are 
making preparations on the basis of this promising 
outlook.

Demurrage law. While this is, we believe, the solu- 

Law? _tion to the question of poor car service, 
it still behooves our shipping interests to work along 
the lines of state demurrage laws. In Virginia and 
other states where such laws are in force, they work 
well and would in all states. The growth of car ser- 
vice abuses may be summarized about as follows: 

Some years ago the railroad companies banded to- 
gether and formed an association to prevent wholesale 
detention to their rolling stock, not for the revenue, but 
entirely intended as a means of self-protection. This 
association took charge of cars at initial point of ship- 
ment, insisting that forty-eight hours should be the 
time-limit allowing for loading a car after being placed 
for loading.” On its arrival at destination the associa- 
tion, framing its own rules, made it compulsory to re- 
lieve the car promptly, or subject the consignee to a 
penalty. There was no compensation allowed the 
small shipper, suffering at the hands of the railroad 
company and awaiting its pleasure to supply the car, 
and oftentimes before his order had been filled, the 
market had gone to pieces and the buyer had cancelled 
the order. 

If such, however, was. not the case, and the car had 
been furnished without any appreciable delay, and the 
loading performed in compliance with the railread 
rules, it remained for the company to move it from 
the side track and transport it to its destination at its 
will and convenience, regardless of market conditions 
regulating the commodity loaded. This oftentimes 
consumed a much longer period than was absolutely 
necessary under any condition, and the consequent 
bunching of cars for one consignee eventually fol- 
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lowed, and the consignee, on account of the negli- 
gence displayed by the transportation company, was 
forced to pay demurrage, being unable to unload within 
the prescribed time limit. . 

We consider the existing rules altogether too one- 
sided, and believe the shipping public has rights that 
should be respected. We believe, if a consignee re- 
ceives three cars in one day, due to causes over which 
he can exercise no control, and unloads one in ten 
hours, and time allowed by the railroads is forty-eight, 
that upon the remainder of cars the balance of time 
not consumed in unloading first car should be extended 
to them. This is one feature of a law we would have 
framed in equity to receiver of car lots. We would 
also urge that cars be furnished shippers in rotary 
order within a specified time limit; that the transpor- 
tation company remove the car from side track within 
twenty-four hours after loading and move it forward 
to destination at a given number of miles per day; on 
arrival at destination, that it be obliged to place car for 
unloading within a certain time, and for faiulre to com- 
ply with any of the above provisions, recompense the 
owner of the load at a certain rate per day for each 
violation. 

These are a few of the salient points that should be 
covered by a reciprocal demurrage law and which 
should be enacted shortly in every state where it is 
not now in existence. 

We are not objecting to the railroad companies en- 
forcing their rules, but, on the contrary, believe their 
action is perfectly right and just, provided always they 
perform their duty uniformly toward the shipping 
public. Instances are too numerous of a shipper hav- 
ing to wait an indefinite length of time for the railroad 
company to furnish car against a single order, while 
his larger and more influential neighbor had furnished 
to him all the cars asked. We believe a small shipper 
should be accorded the same rights as a large one and 
that this desirable end can be brought about only by 
prompt legislative action.

The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 
JOBBER HAS FIRM FOOTHOLD. 


“Elmer,” Chicago, writes: 

ARRANT NONSENSE. 

“I have noticed a number of letters in your paper on the 
subject of catalogue house competition and some of these 
from the retail trade have been written with more or less dis- 
regard of permanent business conditions. It is arrant non- 
sense for any retailer to state-that if the jobbing houses were 
unable to squeezé the catalogue houses out of existence that 
the jobbing houses would go and the retailers would go to 
the manufacturer for their goods while the jobbers took down 
their signs and went out of business. The current methods 
of business in the hardware field to-day are not such that the 
retailer is in a position where he can dispense with the jobber, 
nor is there any likelihood of such a state of affairs coming up 
for many years to come, catalogue house competition or no 
catalogue house competition. 

A LARGE ORDER. 

“To illustrate this point, I would merely recall an order 
we received the other day from a retail hardware concern 
who was obtaining figures for a man who intended to start 
a blacksmith shop. The various goods that the retailer de- 
sired to have quoted for his prospective customer included 
forges, bellows, anvil, vice, farriers knife, drawing knife, anvil, 
tools and tongs, set stock and dies, sledge hammers, rasps, 
tweer iron, tire shrinkers, drill press, complete set of drills, 
braces and hits, horse shoes, mule shoes, horse shoe nails, 
steel wagon tires, iron wagon tires, wheels for wagons, and 
parts of wheels such as spokes, rims, hubs and shafts, tire 
bolts and carriage bolts, carriage springs, shaft couplings, 
shaft leather, axles, axle clips, hitching button, skeins, borax, 
carriage cloths, welding compound, etc. 

JOBBER IS A BUSINESS NECESSITY. 

“To secure a complete set of these articles directly from 
the manufacturers, would require dealings with some 30 odd 
different firms, and the dealer would either have to take a 
trip visiting factories all over the country, or he would have 
to be visited by a large number of salesmen. The shipments 
would all come at different times, and the freight would be 
heavy. This is only an isolated case. The retailer finds the 
same difficulty in building hardware and in many other lines 
when he tries to eliminate the jobber. The reason that the 
jobber is patronized is not on account of charity but because 
he is. a business necessity, and granted that for the sake of 
argument, the retailers could get together and form an oath- 
bound society, ‘by which every retail hardware dealer in the 
country agreed not to patronize any hardware jobber, and 
thus save jobbing profits. This being done in the vain de- 
lusion that it would help combat the catalogue houses. On the 
contrary, if this step was taken and the jobbers shut up their 
establishments the result would be that the retailers would be 
annihilated in the course of a few months, because without 
the jobber they would find their expense of doing business in 
which orders of all kinds had to be sent to manufacturers in 
small lots, and a dozen manufacturers had to be written to in 
order tu secure comparative prices and furthermore, the 
freight on individual items would be so heavy that the retail 
dealer would find it impossible to do business at all, and 
instead of competition with the catalogue houses being hard 
to meet as it is to-day, it would be impossible to meet. 


ARE BARKING UP WRONG TREE. 
“IT hope that our retail friends will consider these facts 


and cease barking up the wrong tree, as they can gain no 
good for their cause, as they are only wasting their strength 
and their business ammunition in their efforts to throw the 
catalogue house question entirely upon the jobbers.”

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THE VALUE OF HOME WORK. 





A Kansas dealer writes: 

TWO HELPFUL CONTRIBUTIONS. 

I have been deeply interested in the discussion of the cata- 
logue house question which has been appearing in your paper 
for the past three or four months, and I think that two of the 
most helpful contributions on the subject were those of “K.” 
and “Nebraska Dealer,” which appeared in your September 
17th issue. “K.” points out the handicap the dealer suffers 
in his fight with the catalogue houses on account of irrespon- 
sible local competition, and “Nebraska Dealer” points out how 
the amount of money sent out of town can be largely !es- 
sened if the dealer will swallow his own animosities and heart- 
burnings in order to secure the confidence of his customers. 

THE GIST OF THE MATTER. 

These two correspondents get the gist of the entire matter 
between them. Summarize their arguments and you arrive 
at the following: 

To meet catalogue house competition, get closer to your 
competitor and closer to your customer. 

LOCALS SHOULD BE UNIVERSALLY ESTABLISHED. 

There should be a local hardware association in every 
town, even though there were only three or four hardware 
dealers there. Every member of this association should put up 
a stiff forfeit of $25 or $50 which he would forfeit to the asso- 
ciation in case it was proven against him that he violated any 
of their rules. 

NEW MEN MUST DO BUSINESS ON BUSINESS PRINCIPLES. 

This association should make it plain to any one starting 
a new hardware store in that community that the other stores 
would use every means in their power and spend considerable 
money to squeeze them out of business unless they were pre- 
pared to do business on business principles. Furthermore, 
these dealers should practice co-operative buying on certain 
articles which they intended to sell at lower prices than those 
made by the catalogue houses. 


SHOULD GET NEXT TO CUSTOMERS. 


Besides helping his competitors to put up a united front 
against illegitimate competition, the country hardware dealer — 
can make things warm for the catalogue house by following 
“Nebraska Dealer’s” suggestion and getting next to his custo- 
mer. The dealer in a small town is a neighbor of all or most 
all his customers, and they would talk freely with him con- 
cerning their out of town purchases if it were not that the 
average country dealer gets a fierce grouch whenever a dol- 
lar’s worth of business slips away from him, no matter what 
the superior inducements may be that are offered elsewhere. 

HOW TO HEAD OFF CATALOGUE HOUSE ORDERS. 

If the dealer is wise he won't read the riot act to his cus- 
tomers, but will talk to them in a matter of fact way, and tell 
them that they should buy wherever they can get the most 
quality for the least price. He should follow this up by urg- 
ing them in an off-hand way to drop in and see him before 
they send an order to Chicago and he will frankly tell them on 
what items they are doing better by sending away and on 
what goods they can do better at home. If the dealer really 
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forces himself to look at the question from the farmer’s self- 
ish standpoint and is able to persuade the latter as to his 
friendly disinterestedness he can trip up a number of orders 
that would otherwise go to the catalogue houses. 

DEALER SHOULD NOT STAND ON FOOLISH DIGNITY. 

In closing I wish to say that while I appreciate the work 
done in checking catalogue houses by the various state hard- 
ware associations, the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ As- 
sociation, the National Hardware Association and the various 
conferences, I believe that, after all, the only real effective 
work in checking this competition is to be done by the dealer 
in his own town by diplomacy and argument with his com- 
petitors and his customers. If the dealer wants to be bull 
headed and say there is no reason why I should make advance 
instead of the other fellow, as I have been in business here 
three years Jonger than he has, and if any advances are to be 
made they should come from him and not from me; if, as I 
said, dealers stand on their foolish dignity in something of 
this style, they will never get anywhere as far as their fellow 
dealers are concerned. Mutual interests must act in unison, 
and if the matter is presented rightly they will do so.

STERN MEASURES NECESSARY. 








A Wisconsin dealer writes: 

MANUFACTURERS WOULD SEE A GREAT LIGHT. 

I liked the suggestion made in your Sept. 17 issue of 
“splitting up” with the catalogue houses, and I believe if deal- 
ers tried it generally the manufacturers who have been the 
dear, true and loyal friends of both retailer and catalogue man 
would see a great light. 

RETAILERS DO MOST OF THE BUSINESS. 

Nineteen-twentieths of the hardware business of the coun- 


try is done through retail hardware stores, The members of 
our Wisconsin association continue to sell more hardware 
every year than either Sears, Roebuck & Co. or Montgomery 
Ward & Co., and the dealers in this state inside and outside 
the association have the whole jamboree of mail order houses 
skinned. 

MAIL ORDER HOUSES ARE TRADE MORALIZERS. 

As far as mail order people go the business that they do 
doesn’t cut much ice; it’s their vile tactics as trade demoraliz- 
ers that hurts. They slash their prison made binder twine and 
other goods below cost and stick it in their catalogues in big 
type and the farmer thinks the dealer is making all kinds of 
profits where he isn’t. If retailers worked together they could 
clean out these people. 

TWO STEPS ESSENTIAL. 

They should do two things all down the line and Mont- 
gomery Ward’s drays wouldn't litter up Michigan boulevard 
any more. 

These two things are: 

(1) Refuse credit to all who pay cash to mail order 
houses. 

(2) Refuse to handle any manufacturer’s goods listed in 
catalogue house catalogues. 

IF CASH AT CHICAGO, THEN CASH AT HOME. 

If Farmer Avez-vous spends his ready money with a 
catalogue house and then finds himself flat on his back be- 
cause local dealers won’t carry him he will keep a little of his 
money at home next year. 

RESULTS OF REFUSAL TO HANDLE CATALOGUE HOUSE GOODS. 

If the \Tres-Bien shovel is dropped by every dealer that 
handles it the chances are that the manufacturer will keep it 
out of the supply houses. 


Incubators In The Hardware Store 


HOW TO SELL INCUBATORS. 





The Klondike Incubator Co., Des Moines, Ia., write: 
STARTED IN A SMALL WAY. 

We believe the time has come when incubators and brood- 
ers will be sold by the hardware trade. 

Out of nearly 200 dealers who represented us in the 
state of Iowa, the men who have had the best success went at 
it in a small way at first. Ordering one or two machines and 
when these machines came off with a good hatch it invariably 
made a big business for him. Incubators and brooders are a 
new thing with the dealer. They have been sold direct to 
the customer until the past two years. We inaugurated the 
system of selling to the dealer and found that the state of 
Iowa could sell our entire output without trouble. 

WORK SHOULD BE PUT ON OPERATOR. 


Dealers who made a study and did not place too much 
stress on the machine, but put the work on the operator, had 
good success. Where machines were sold on the plan, take it 
out and try it and if it does not work bring it back, you 
could generally bank on the fact that it would come back. 
We have had a great many years’ experience in the manu- 
facture of machines and think we have as good a one as on 
the market, but operators are not all alike. They do not all 
read the book of directions the same way, but since we have 
simplified matters, we think our machine will lead the incu- 
bator procession in the state of Iowa next season. 

PUSHING INCUBATORS. 

Dealers get good results by canvassing with an incubator 
on the wagon. They interest the farmer’s wife in this way 
and sales are rarely lost. But an incubator hatched in a 
store with chickens coming off and placed in the window is 
really the best advertisement that the dealer can have. Con- 
sumers see nothing but the chickens. Our experience on ex- 
planation about the machine as to its simplicity and its con- 


struction is all right when no chickens are in sight, but the 
fact of chickens being hatched demonstrates to them that the 
machine will do the business. 

Dealers want to get their goods in early and study up the 
points and get a machine in operation. He may not have 
success the first year, but it will prove profitable if he sticks 
by the deal.

The Geo. Ertel Co., Quincy, IIL, write: 
MAKE INSUFFICIENT SALES. 

“We have tried in a number of cases to interest hard- 
ware dealers in our goods, but find, with all due respect to 
the trade, that they do not make the sales that the territory 
would justify. We have never been able to find a hardware 
dealer who is a hustler in selling incubators. We say this 
with a great deal of reluctance, as we know the general run 
of hardware dealers are nice and honorable men.

“It may be that some way will be found in the future 
whereby the hardware dealers can handle incubators with a 
profit and do good work, but up to this time they have not 
been able to do so satisfactorily, especially for our company.”

“There has been much agitation along the line of hard- 
ware dealers handling incubators; in fact, we have found dur- 
ing the past several years there has been considerable reac- 
tion in the way of trade being disposed of in this manner. 
We think the future of the incubator business will be to the 
effect that the greater number of the machines will be han-

profit at the forthcoming meetings of these associations: 


CATALOGUE QUESTION SHOULD BE DISCUSSED. 





J. B. Sperry, Port Huron, Mich., writes: 
A GRAND IDEA. 

I think papers should be read on the catalogue house 
questions during the convention, as there cannot be too much 
said about this, provided it does not get outside of the con- 
vention. This point should be emphasized. I think the fac- 
tory’s standpoint in refusing to sell, or holding the catalogue 
house to a limit a grand idea. 

BLOCKED BY MERCANTILE OPPOSITION. 

While, in my opinion, the parcel post will not be carried, 
I think it a good thing to be discussed. I think also it might 
have gone through only for the interference of the different 
mercantile associations fighting it. 

PEDDLERS HAVE DONE GOOD INTRODUCTORY WORK. 

I think the steel range peddlers have done a great deal to 
introduce steel ranges in the country, in localities where they 
have worked. I think they will do as much good as harm, as 
they induce the farmers to buy higher priced goods, and what 
few they sell will influence their neighbors to buy a first class 
stove of the hardware dealer. 

Attention of clerks and proprietors to customers I believe 
to be the most important question of store management. 

Advertising is important. Too much cannot be said per- 
taining to it. 

PROGRESSIVE MERCHANTS READ TRADE PAPERS AND JOIN ASSOCIA- 
TIONS. 

I believe that the readers of the hardware magazines as a 
rule are up to date merchants, and the majority of them 
members of our state association. It is the dealer that does 
not take interest in the magazine that it is necessary for us to 
reach for members. 

ISSUES ALREADY UNDERTAKEN SHOULD BE PERFECTED. 

I do not know that there are any new issues to deal with 
at the national association in 1905 meeting, but to perfect the 
different subjects that have already been undertaken. 

PAPERS ON PROFITS ARE HELPFUL. 

We have had so many good papers read at our conven- 
tions, it is hard to state which is most interesting. I believe 
papers on profits very important, as I find that most of the 
hardware dealers are afraid to ask profits.

He should be urged to keep a sharp lookout for and get in ’ 
touch with those who patronize them, and handle them ac- 
cordingly. If they are cash buyers at any store in the dealer’s 
town, he should show how foolish it is of them to send money 
away before seeing the goods the home market has to offer. 
If they are credit buyers,- they should be refused further 
credit. 
SHOULD NOT RELAX VIGILANCE ON THE PARCELS POST. 


The hardware dealers should discuss the parcels post at 
their convention with the object of keeping the work in hand 
for checking legislation in favor of this measure. 

Every phase of store management should be treated in 
papers and discussions before the hardware conventions, as 
any phase of this subject discussed strengthens some one. 

I believe the writing of papers on the subject of advertis- 
ing is a loss of time as every community has a different way. 
I believe in advertising. 

A SUBJECT FOR SECRET DISCUSSION. 

Increasing membership is a subject that in my opinion 
is too openly discussed. If urged at meetings it should be 
done in closed session as we in our state have lost a great 
deal lately from pleading in the face of our enemies and 
showing how weak we are in numbers. 


JOBBERS SHOULD CO-OPERATE. 


A question which the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association should take upat their roos meeting is that of co- 
operation of jobbers, urging the latter to treat the retailer in 
other states as he does at home, and not try to undermine him 
by going out of the legitimate channels to market his goods. 

PAPERS ON CREDIT THE MOST HELPFUL. 

The papers or discussions of retail hardware men that I 
have heard at meetings of the Michigan Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association or have read about in trade papers which 
I have deemed most helpful in a business way have been those 
pertaining to the management of business as to credits.

DOES NOT FAVOR PAPERS ON PARCELS POST 
AND CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 





S. R. Miles, Mason City, Ia., writes: 
SHOULD MEET THE PRICE. 

I do not think that papers should be read on the questions 
of catalogue house competition and on the parcels post at the 
forthcoming annual meetings of the various state hardware 
associations. There will, however, naturally be more or less 
discussions on this question, but I believe that it should be 
done in executive session and that no part of the discussion 
should be given to the press, even to our good friends, the 
trade papers. A method of alleviating the pressure of cata- 
louge house competition, which I believe worthy of special 
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study, is that of meeting the price; and a thorough, systematic 
advertising of that fact is the most effective method that has 
yet been suggested. 


PARCELS POST SHOULD BE DISCUSSED. 


I think the parcels post should be thoroughly discussed, as 
a great many dealers do not thoroughly understand what it 
would mean to the retail trade of this country should this be- 
come a law. I believe that the most effective way to prevent 
its becoming a law is for all hardware dealers and their 
friends to take the matter up through their congressmen and 
senators. 

STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS ARE TAXED IN IOWA. 

I think the steel range question has been pretty thoroughly 
ventilated, so far as the steel range peddler is concerned. The 
last session of the Iowa legislature passed a law making it 
possible for the boards of supervisors of each county to im- 
pose a license of $50 to $100 on every wagon or person en- 
gaged in peddling. The counties that have so far taken ac- 
tion have nearly all made the license $100. 

SHOULD BE HANDLED THROUGH QUESTION BOX. 


I do not believe the questions of store management, ad- 
vertising and increasing membership should be the subject of 
special papers, as they can be more profitably handled through 
the question box. 

HELPFUL PAPERS. 

The papers which have. been the most helpful have been 
those written on special subjects pertaining to the hardware 
business by men who have made a particular success along the 
lines discussed in their several papers.

ADVERTISING IS THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE.

THE DEALER’S PRICE. 

There should be papers read at the different meetings of 
the state hardware associations on the subject of Catalogue 
House Competition, and these should dwell on the necessity 
of every dealer having goods on which he could get up a 
price that will compare favorably with catalogue house prices.

C. A. Peck, Berlin, Wis., the energetic secretary of 
the Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of Wisconsin, is sending out an interesting cir- 
cular to the trade in that state, which graphically 
points cut several phases of hardware insurance. This 
matter is in the form of a dialogue and, with the neces-

Sec.—Hello! Good morning! 

Dealer—Good morning! What on earth brought you 
around here? 

Sec.—Well, sir, I called to see why you were not saving 
some money on your fire insurance by placing it in the Hard- 
ware Dezlers’ Company.

D.—If your rate is the same, where is my saving? 

Sec.—In a dividend at the end of the year, paid to you in 
cash, if you don’t want it to apply on your next premium. 

D.—How much will that be? 

Sec.—No one can tell. We have good reason to believe it 
will be 25 per cent and may be 50 per cent. One thing is cer- 
tain, all that is made belongs to the policy holders, be it more 
or less. I saved $9 last year on a $30 premium. 

D.—How are you doing? 

Sec.—I think first rate. In the four months we have 
been running we have written $179,450 and taken from Minne- 
sota $36,000 they carried for us until we were ready to write 
insurance, and have $109,000 of applications on file in the 
home office to write, making a total for four months of 
$324,450. 

D.—What is your greatest drawback? 

Sec.—Putting off by the dealer the filing of his application 
and thus oftentimes losing the insurance, which is carefully 
watched by the local agent, who wants his commission. 

D.—Can’t you overcome that? 

Sec.—Well, I don’t know, but that is just why I sent you 
this slip. 

D.—One thing more, what surety have we that we will 
save anything? 

Sec—The record of other hardware companies which, 
some years, have saved as high as 73 per cent and in no year 
declared less than a 25 per cent dividend. One thing is cer- 
tain, all that we do make belong to the policy holders and not 
some eastern stockholders. 

D.—Are many of the Wisconsin dealers going into it? 

Sec.—Our record of business is an answer to that, and 
our most representative, progressive hardware men are al- 
ready in for the limit, $3,000. 

D.—Well, come back to the safe and I will give you the 
first $2,000 I have expiring and am ready to own up that I 
ought to have sent it in before you had to come for it.

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 





BY CHARLES F. HAUSS. 
(READ BEFORE A. S. H. & V. E.) 
A RIDICULOUS SYSTEM OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

Four years’ residence in Europe, and the constant use 
during that time of the metric system of weights and meas- 
ures, convinces me that America should no longer be with- 
out it. 

We say, “Time is money,” and spend on labor or time 
saving machinery fabulous sums of money, yet we waste for- 
tunes every year in the time used in manipulating the abso- 
lutely ridiculous system of weights and measures that we 
copied from England. 

At the present time the United States and England are 
the only two civilized nations on earth who have not adopted 
the metric system, and I am sure that so soon as we adopt it, 
England will follow us. 

So many Americans, and I regret to say, many who should 
know better, are under the impression that all our weights 
and measures are the same as England’s, and claim, therefore, 
that there are so many English-speaking people as to afford 
this system of their own, but as a matter of fact our quart 
and gallon are 17 per cent smaller, our bushel holds 3 per cent 
less and our hundred weight and ton are 12 per cent lighter 
than England’s. , 

This difference may have been the result of shrewd Yan- 
kee reasoning, when our weights and measures were devised 
to get 17 per cent, 3 per cent, and 12 per cent the best of the 
other fellow. 

The metric system is so far ahead of the English system, 
1s is our system of money is better than the ridiculous money 
used in England where: 

4 farthings make 1 pence. 
12 pence make 1 shilling. 
20 shillings make 1 pound. 


THE PEOPLE OF PROGRESS. 


At a former discussion one of our members opposed the 
metric system because it was so easy to figure, and though he 
explained to me later that he was only joking, this bit of a 
joke cost him all the reputation he ever had as an authority, 
in the estimation of European engineers. Hence, I hope the 
matter will be seriously discussed, and that our society will 


come out boldly for this progressive system of weights and 
measures. 

We lead in nearly everything ; we are the people of prog- 
ress, yet we hang on to an antiquated system of weights and 
measures now no longer defensible than would be the “Prairie 
Schooner” as a means of travel between New York and San 
Francisco to-day.

centimeters and millimeters. 


That we have not made the change is to the European en- 
gineer a source of wonder. 

The metric system must come in time, and every year of 
delay will make the change cost us more. 

A DECIMAL SYSTEM. 

To those not conversant with the system I would say: 

The metric is a decimal system, the meter being the basis 
of all measures, whether of length, surface, capacity or vol- 
ume. It measures 39.37 inches and is theoretically one ten- 
millionth of the distance from the equator to the pole. Where 
the measurements are too great to use the single unit, multi-

ples of the unit are used, and are indicated by the Greek pre- 
fixes of deca, hecto and kilo, indicating respectively tens, hun- 
dreds and thousands. When the quantities are so small that 
the unit cannot be conveniently used, decimal parts are taken, 
and are indicated by the Latin prefixes deci, centi, and milli, 
meaning tenth, hundredth and thousandth, as illustrated in the 
following table: 

1 millimeter equals 1-1000 meter. 

I centimeter equals 1-100 meter. 

1 decimeter equals 1-10 meter. 
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1 meter equals. 

I decameter equals 10 meters. 
1 hectometer equals 100 meters. 
1 kilometer equals 1000 meters. 


THE METER IS THE UNIT. 


In all measures of length the meter is the unit, and like 
the English yard is used in measuring cloth, pipe or moderate 
distances or dimensions. For long distances, like the mile, 
the kilometer is used, and for short or minute distances, the 
centimeter and millimeter are used. The customary abbrevia- 
tions in the measures of length are: 

mm. for millimeter. 
cm. for centimeter. 
dm. for decimeter. 
m. for meter. 

km. for kilometer. 


MEASURES OF SURFACE, 


Measures of surface are derived from measures of length; 
the unite is the square meter, and as a surface area is the 
product of its length and width, a square centimeter would 
equal 100 square millimeters. Hence the following: 

100 square millimeters, I square centimeter. 
100 square centimeters, I square decimeter. 
100 square decimeters, I square meter. 

1,000,000 square meters, I square kilometer. 

The square meter is used like the square foot in measur- 
ing small areas—ceilings, floors, walls, etc. 

CUBIC MEASURE. 

Cubic measure is constructed in the same way, remember- 

ing that a cube is the product of the length, width and height. 
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Cubic Decimeter 4-5 Actual Size. 


Fig. 3. The above cut represents the cubic decimeter, the unit for 
the liter and kilogram, and the cubic centimeter, 
the unit of the gram. 


The unit is the cubic meter which, like the cubic foot, is used 
for measuring the contents of rooms and in place of the cubic 
yard in measuring excavations, etc. Cubic centimeters and 
millimeters are used for minute bodies. 

MEASURES OF CAPACITY. 

Measures of capacity are based on the cubic meter; but 
as the cubic meter would be too large and unwieldly for ordi- 
nary purposes, the cubic decimeter was adopted and the name 
liter given to it. The liter is equal to 1.0567 quarts, and is 
used like the quart or gallon, multiplies forming the larger and 
decimal parts the smaller denominations, as follows: 

10 milliliters equal 1 centiliter. 

10 centiliters equal 1 deciliter. 

10 deciliters equal 1 liter. 

10 liters equal 1 decaliter. 

10 decaliters equal 1 hectoliter. 

10 hectoliters equal 1 kiloliter. 
The hectoliter (2.838 bushels equals 26.417 gallons) is used 
like the bushel or barrel. 

The unit of weight is the gram (15.432 grains) and is the 
weight of one cubic centimeter of water at its greatest density 
about 39 degrees Fahrenheit—the decimal multiples thereof 
being used instead of ounces, and the kilogram equals 1,000 
grams, being used like the pound. 

SIMPLICITY OF THE SYSTEM. 

Figs. 1, 2 and 3 will better show the simplicity of the 
system. 

Not many years ago Germany used feet and inches, and I 
attribute much of the German’s success in reaching first place 
in science generally, and the theoretical knowledge of heating 
particularly, to the use of the metric system. 

For the heating engineer to figure surfaces or cubic con- 
tents it is very much easier to do so with the meter and its 
decimal parts than with feet, inches and fractions. 

‘HEATING OF A LARGE TANK OF WATER. 

Take, for example, the heating of a large tank of water 

or swimming basin, what an amount of labor is necessary to 
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figure the cubie contents in feet; then translate this into gaJ- 
lons or pounds—whereas if you have the contents in meters 
and the decimal parts, a simple shifting of the decimal point 
gives at once the number of cubic decimeters, which means at 
the same time the number of liters, or the weight in kilo- 
grams, as a cubic decimeter or liter, or kilogram of water 
are the same amount, expressed in cubic contents, liquid and 
weight respectively. 
MEASURING GAUGE PRESSURES. 

For measuring gauge pressures we would then naturally 
do away with pounds per square inch and use the kilogram 
per square centimeter, which is exactly one atmosphere; and 
as one atmosphere of pressure is equal to practically 10 me- 
ters of water column, each 1-10 atmosphere of pressure is used 
in practice as equal to one meter of water column. 

From every point of view the metric system is the logical 
one that nearest conforms’ with nature. 

THE USE OF CENTIGRADE THERMOMETER ADVOCATED. 

I would further advocate the use of the centigrade ther- 
mometer, now in general use all over Europe, and the one 
used exclusively by scientists as being the most naturally 
arranged. 

The divisions being based upon the metric system, the fig- 
ures are much more readily handled than those of the Fahr- 
enheit thermometer. 

In this thermometer zero is the freezing point, and 100 de- 
grees is the boiling point. 

With this change would come naturally the continental 
calorie or heat unit (3.906 B. T. U.), which is the amount of 
warmth necessary to heat one liter or kilogram of water one 
degree centigrade. 

We would then have a rational system of weights and 
measures, and could meet the whole engineering world on 
common ground, to discuss matters that now require such la- 
borious translations as to make an interchange of ideas or 
papers prohibitive.

OVAL DAMPER. 





Herewith find method of obtaining an oval damper 
that when closed in the pipe will be at an angle of 45°. 

Let A B C D represent the pipe, and E F the line 
through the pipe at an angle of 45°, which will be the 
position of the damper when closed. Divide the semi- 
circle into any even number of equal parts, as I, 2, 3, 4, 
etc. (even numbers because in doing so you obtain the 
center line of the short diameter of the damper). 
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Carry lines up until they cut the lines E F as dotted 
lines, then draw solid lines across and at right angles 
to the line E F and number them to correspond with 
spaces in semi-circle, as 1, 2, 3, 4, etc. With the di- 
viders step from a to 1 on dotted line, and with one 
point of the dividers set at a’; cut the solid line 1 each 
side of the line E F; step from b to 2 and with one 
point of the dividers on b’ cut the solid lines to both 
sides of the line E F, and so on, until all the spaces 
have been transferred. Now set the dividers so as to 
draw an arc through the points 5 6 7, both sides of the 
line E F, and then set them to draw the two end circles, 
as II, 12, 11 and 1, 0, 1. Draw a’ line free hand 
through the points from 1 to 5 and from 7 to 11, both 
sides of line E F, and you have the required damper. 

The same method is used to obtain the shape of a 
hole in a piece of sheet metal that a pipe is to pass 
through on an angle. For instance, let A B C D rep- 
resent a pipe and E F a roof through which the pipe 


passes: we want a piece of iron or tin laid on the roof 
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for the pipe to pass through; we want to know how to 

get the shape of the opening; employ this method and 

it will give you the required article every time.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


Che inertia, caused several weeks ago by reported 
fluctuations in prices for the more finished iron and 
steel products, has entirely disappeared. Save as re 
gards structural steel and plates, all goods are now 
selling freely with a firm market. The dissatisfaction 
expressed !ast week when the reduction of only $4 was 
made on structural materials has been augmented to a 
great extent. Buyers complain bitterly that the situa- 
tion required a heavier reduction; that it would have 
been better, had no reduction at all been made. A 
further reduction is expected and demanded. And, 
in anticipation of this move on the part of mills, very 
littie business is being done. 

Pig iron is gaining strength daily. In the face of 
an increasing demand and consumption the inability 
of Southern furnaces to enlarge their output is to be 
noted. The Southern coal miners’ strike is far from 
settled and shows no symptoms of reaching a peaceful 
state in the near future. About one-third of the or- 
dinary capacity of these furnaces is now being uti- 
lized. Prices on Southern irons vary more than usual. 
Some producers are shading the $9.50, Birmingham, 
schedule by 10c or 15c per ton, while other producers 
are asking $9.75, though the latter are not selling much 
of their product. 

Northern irons are doing the bulk of the business. 
It is generally expected that prices will rise from now 
on and no producer is quoting for future deliveries at 
the present scale. A bonus of 50c is asked for delivery 
during the first half of 1905 and $1.00 for the second 
half. Inquiries have been very numerous and for large 
lots. Several lots of from 5,000 to 18,000 tons have 
been figured on, deliveries for these extending to July, 
1905. Three orders for lots of 2,000 tons were re- 
ported as closed during this week. 

Malleable irons show an improvement. The increas- 
ing strength is manifested by the advance of the 
minimum price from $13.50 to $13.75. Several melters 
made season contracts. 

It is getting harder to obtain Standard 72-hour 
Connellsville coke for less than $4.65, Chicago. Wise 
County, Va., coke is $4.25, Chicago. The market 
shows improved conditions and an upward tendency. 
It is believed that prices are due to rise and few pro- 
ducers will sell at prevailing prices for future ship- 
ments. 


BILLETS. 

At the recent meeting of the billet association a 
radical change was made in the method of computing 
Chicago prices. Instead of figuring Chicago prices 
as in every case $1 a ton above Pittsburgh quotations, 
the Chicago price has been raised to include the full 
freight charge to destination. The freight rate is $3 
per ton. A reduced schedule was adopted at this 
meeting, which makes the price on billets, Chicago, 
$22.50 a gross ton for base sizes. The reduction on 
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billets and tin and sheet bars amounts to $3.50 and 
$2.50 a ton, respectively, at the Pittsburgh mill, but 
the new differential for freight charges makes the re- 
duction much less in Chicago—$1.50 a ton on billets 
and 50c on sheet and tin bars. 


PLATES. 


It is freely admitted that the actual increase in busi- 
ness is not what producers expected after the an- 
nouncement of the reduced schedule, but the depres- 
sion is not so great as regards plates as in structural- 
material lines. Buyers are covering for immediate 
needs and 1n some cases are looking out for the future. 
Independent mills are still shading association prices 
$1 a ton. We quote association prices, carload lots, 
for Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank steel, % in. 
and heavier, 24 in. wide and under, rectangular plates 
only, 1.46VY4c base; over 24 in. to 100 in. wide, 1.56%c 
hase; flange steel, 1.66%4c base; marine steel, 1.76%4c 
base, all full extras. Plates, 3-16 in. thick, $2 extra; 
gauges 7 and 8, $3 extra; No. 9, $5 extra. Less than 
carload lots, 5c extra. Prices from store have also 
been changed, and we quote tank steel, % in. and 
heavier, 1.80c to 1.90c; 3-16, 1.90c to 2c; No. 8, I.g0c 
to 2c; flange steel, 2.05c to 2.15c. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


An advance of $1 per ton was made by the local pro- 
ducer, making the price for bar iron 1.40c, Chicago, 
for car lots and greater. So far, the sales since the 
advance seem not to warrant the advance, though a 
fair demand was felt during the closing week. 

Steel bars are in better demand, though much un- 
certainty exists with regard to what action will be 
taken at the meeting of the association being held this 
week. Reports of a reduction in prices are current 
and seem warranted. We quote iron bars, 1.40c, Chi- 
cago; soft steel bars, 1.40c to 1.51%4c; soft steel 
angles, less than 3x3, 1.61%4c; hoops, 1.71%c. On 
small lots from store, we quote bar iron, 1.75¢ base, 
fuli extras; stee! bars, 1.70c to 1.80c base, half extras; 
hoops, 2.10¢ rates full extras. 


MERCHANT STEEL. 


Following the decline in the price of steel bars, mer- 
chant steel prices have been reduced $1 a ton from 
former prices, making the figures at Chicago in car 
lots: Open hearth spring steel to general trade, 1.85c 
to 1.90c; smooth finished machinery steel, 1.7174c to 
1.76%4c; smooth finished tire, 1.66%4c to 1.71%c; flat 
sleigh shoe, 1.5134c to 1.56%4c; concave and convex
